Principal fisheries:  Landlocked salmon, lake trout, brook trout 
 
Water quality characteristics of Togue Pond are considered excellent for coldwater gamefish. Abundant 
dissolved oxygen is available at all depths in the deep, cold water in the warmest part of the summer. 
 
Lake trout and brook trout populations are maintained by natural spawning within the lake. The salmon 
fishery is dependent on annual stockings of hatchery fish. 
 
Conservative fishing regulations have been implemented to maintain and enhance the sport fishery.  
 
Togue Pond is one of many ponds situated in close proximity in T15 R9, a township owned by the State 
of Maine. Two-wheel drive access to the lake is via improved gravel roads.  An unimproved boat launch 
leads from the gravel road. 
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
